NORTH SEA CONVENTION. 


Agreement Between Britain and 
Russia Signed, 


A St, Petersburg despatch says } 
The North Sea convention was sign- 
ed at the Forcign Office on Iriday 
afternoon by loreign Minister Tiams- 
dorff and Ambassador Hardinge.

A New Dairy Paper for 
Jamadn. 


It is probable that Canada will short- 
ly have a new dairy paper. Commit- 
teos appointed by the Eastern and West- 
ern Dairymen’s Associations have been 
considering the matter, as a result of 
which it has practically been decided to 
form a joint stock company to start 
such a paper and conduot it as the offi- 
cial organ of both associations, Stock 
in this company will be limited to par- 
ties directly interested in dairying. It 
is expected tho first number of the mag- 
azine will be published in time for dis- 
tribution at the annual convention of 
the Dairymen’s Associations in Janu- 


ary. 

Although dairying is one of the lead- 
ing industries of Canada, there has 
never been any regular dairy paper and 
dairymen generally have long felt the 
need for such an organ. Itis estimated 
that there are about 825,000 people in 
Canada directly interested in dairying, 
of which almost 100,000 live in Ontario.

Naturalists have discovered many, 
animals which seem to need no water 
or which drink only at rare intervals.

been forgotton. But the credit of 
having invented the torpedo as we 
| know it to-day must go to the late 
Mr, G. A. Henty, the famous novol- 
ist. 

During the siege of Sebastopol a 
number of Russian men-of-war lay 


between the British fleet and the line 
of forts, upon which our ineffective 
firo was directed, and it was impera- 
tive that the intervening Russian 
vessels should be removed, For this 
purpose Mr, THenty, who was attach- 
ed to our commissariat department, 
invented a torpedo capable of trav- 
elling under and designed to explode 
on contact with the enemy's hulls. 

The machine was not very sucess- 
ful, but Great Britain, recognised 
its utility immediately, and cribbed 
the idea, without as much as ‘‘By 
your leave, Mr. Henty.’’ 

In 1816 Sir Francis Ronalds laid 
down in his garden. at the Upper 
Mall, Hammersmith, the first practi-

Alfred Sidgwick contributes to a 
recent number of the Critic an ine 
loresting paper on the cost of live 
ing in Germany, he paper ig one 
of a series on tho relative expense 
of living in America or in Europe, 
Speaking of tho slender incomes 
which seem to be the rule in Ger- 
many Mr. Sidgwick says :-— 
“A German lady told me the other 
day that when she was at homo last 
year she wished to buy a dressing 
bag with silver fittings, for a wed- 
ding present, Sge was in one of the 
Wealthiest towns in Germany, and 
she went to one of the best shops 
in the town, but she could not get 
what she wanted, No one had ever 
asked for anything better than plat- 
ed fittings. It was necessary to go 
to what Germans call an ‘English’ 
shop, where imported goods are sold 
at prohibitive prices to the small 
number of people who have monoy to 
buy them. 
LIFE ON PLAIN SCALE. 
“Where noarly everyone is 
tho Americans and English call 
‘poor’ life is necessarily on a 
plainer scale than in Ameriza or 
Tngland. A well-known German 
economist divides his country people 
according to income, into four 
groups. He reckons that only 250,- 
000 families, ‘the aristocratic and 
well-to-do,’ have more than $2,250 a 
year. The ‘upper middle class,’ in 
which he places 2,750,000 families, 
have incomes ranging {rom $772 to 
$2,250. To .the lower middle class. 
he assigns $450 to $675, and, last- 
ly, he reckons that thore are more 
than five million families who never 
rise above $225 a year. ‘the head- 
imaster of a high class public school 
only gets from $1,250 to $1,500 a 
year, with a house and free educa- 
tion for his children.

County Council. 


The County Council met at Belleville 


on ‘Tuesday of last week, all the mem 
bers being present. 

The Warden made a brief address, 
and referred to several matters that 
would bo brought before the Council. 

A number of communications were 
read and referred to committees. 

At the Wednesday morning session 
notice was given of a by-law to appoint 


county auditors. 
Kingston wants to be a model school 


centre for this district, and to that effect 
the authorities there wrote the Council 
asking their aid in securing for them 
the privilege. They laid before the 


Council the many facilities they could 
give for such a school. 

On motion the school inspectors were 
heard in reference to this matter. 

Mr. Johnson said the model schools 
had not been doing their work properly. 
They had too much on their hands. If 
we could get a good model school to 
train teachers it would be of great bene- 
fit. He pointed out many defects in the 
training of young teachers, It would 
be a good thing to centralize the model 


schools, 

Mr. Mackintosh said the question was 
one of the greatest importance. If a 
teacher were not properly trained he 
would be of but little use in a school. 
There was a concensus of opinion that 
there should be a consolidation of Model 
schools. He would like to see the 
school placed here as it would be in the 
interests of the county. Still he was 
prepared to support any place where it 
would be of the most use to the teach- 
ers. As matters were now the teachers 
were the poorest paid class of people in 
any profession. It would be unwise to 
add anything to the burden they now 
had to bear. 

Mr. McFarlane thought perhaps it 
would be best to consolidate schools. 
He thought we had as good teachers 
turned out from Model schools as from 
Normal schools. He moved that the 
council approve of the consolidation of 
Model schools, but did not recommend 
any particular point at which the school 
would be placed. 

Mr. Mallory seconded the motion, 
which was passed, with the addition 
that if such a school were established it 
should be at Belleville. 

Dr, Bowlby of Tweed was heard in 
reference to the establishment of a House 
of Refuge near Tweed. 

Several claims for damages caused by 
horses running away were made, but 
none of these were entertained by the 
Council. / 

The Women’s Institute of Hast Has- 
tings asked for a grant of $25. A mo- 
tion was passed that the annual grant 
be $25, and that the legislature be asked 
to aid also, An account from the 
Campbellford High School for $21.03 
was passed; also an account from the 
Schuter Co, for $296.75 was passed. 


At the Thursday morning session an 
account from the village of Stirling for 
work done on county roads was pre- 
sented and passed. 


Mr, A. Nicholson, chairman of Roads 
and Bridges, presented a report detail- 
ing the expense incurred by his com- 
mittee for the year. The cost of gravel 
roads was $18,356.41, and on bridges, in- 
cluding O’Brien’s bridge, $9,220.80. 
Machinery cost $857.22, wire fencing 
$98.40 and for snow expenditure $760.89. 

The county medical association was 
ranted the use of the Judge’s chamber 
or holding their meetings. 

The O’Brien bridge matter caused 
considerable discussion. The disposal 
of a lot of the iron from the wreck of 
the old bridge was talked over and on 
motion of Mr. McFarlane the clerk and 
superintendent were authorized to dis- 
pose of the iron.

Municipal Nominations. 


There has been a change in the law 
regarding for municipal 
offices. An amendment to the Muni- 
cipal Act passed last session enacts as 
follows: 

‘In cities, towns and incorporated 
villages every candidate for mayor, 
reeve, controller, water commissioner, 
shall on the day of nomination or at 
any time before nine o'clock in the fore- 
noon on the following day, or, when 
such last named day is a holiday, then 
before 12 o’clock noon of the following 
day, file in the office of the municipality 
a statutary declaration in accordance 
with the form contained in section 811 
of this Act, or to the like effect, that he 
possesses the necessary qualification for 
the office, and in default of his so 
doing, such candidate shall be deem- 


nominations 


ed to have resigned, and his name shall 
be removed from the list of candidates 
and shall not be printed on the ballot 
paper.’ 

It will be noticed that this does not 
apply to townships,

THEBES GLASS WORKERS. 
| Phe High Art That Mlourtshed Over 
Worty Centuries Ago, 
| The glassblowers of ancient Thebes 
Ave known to have been equally as pro 
ficient In that particular art as is the 
| most selentific craftsman of the same 


| trade of the present day, after a lapse 
| of over forty centuries of so called 
“progress.” ‘They were well naequaint 
ed with the art of staining glass and 
are known to Lave produced that com- 
modity in great profusion find perfec- 
tion, Rossellini gives an {llustration 
of a piece of stained glass known to 
be 4,000 years old which displayed ar 
tistic taste of high order, both in tint 
and design, 

In this case the color is struck 
through the yitrified structure, and he

THE WREN BUSH. 


Am Old Custom Still Observed In 
Ireland at Christmas, i 

Among the many odd customs still 
observed in Ireland at Christmas few 
are more curious than the practice of 
carrying about “the wren bush” on St. 
Stephen's day, and antiquaries are puz- 
zled to explain why the poor little 
“king of all birds’ should be put to 
death on the festival of the first mar- 
tyr. 

The most probable explanation is 
that the wren was sacred to the Druids 
and was used by them in divination 
and other pagan rites at the festival of 
the winter solstice, which almost coin- 
cided with Christmas, and consequent- 
ly the clergy urged their conyerts to 
destroy the birds which were associat- 
ed with such unholy rites, just as St. 
Patrick’s relentless destruction of the 
images of serpents, used in the ancient 
pagan worship of Ireland, gave rise to 
the legend that he— 

Gave the snakes and toads a twist 
And banished them all forever! 

This seems the more likely, because 

“drean,” the old Irish name for “wren,” 


eall “Jenny” the “Druid bird” and say 
that she has the gift of prophecy and 
that those who can interpret her twit- 
terings as she hovers about a house or 
flies from bush to bush can read the 
future, In the library of Trinity col- 
lege, Dublin, there is a curious docu- 
ment describing how to interpret the 
notes of the wren.—Maud B. Sargent 
in Longman’s Magazine.

The common bacteria which cause” 
anilk to sour are everywhere present 
in the air, These are soon taken 
jin by the warm milk, and if the milk 
jreomains Warm for an hour or more — 
j)the bacteria increase in Vast numbers. — 
Bottling tho product to exclude the 
air and dust, as soon as possible af- 
ter cooling, is the next essential to- 
a pure milk supply. Txposure to 
the air in Jarge cans, or being trans: 
ported in cans not carefully stoamed, 
may soon spoil a good grade of 
milk, Steaming all mill utonsila is 
an item of extreme importance. Pails, 
cans or bottles, not thoroughly stor- 
ilized, will quickly contaminate any 
milk which may be placed in then

gosts that ‘‘as luxurles should ba 
taxed rather than necessaries, a BUH 
perfluity of fat, which is mostly thq — 
result of luxurious living, may 
unfairly be regarded as a fitting ob¢ 
ject of taxation."*

NEW ZEALAND LAKES. 
Not Large, But Are Among 
Deepest in the World, 


Tho of New Zealand 
Set a lot of men at work a while ago 
collecting facts about the fresh lakes 
of Now Zcaland. One part of the 
Work was the taking of soundings for 
tho purpose of determining the form 
of the lake basins. 

These surveys havo covered all the 
more iinportant lakes, They are all} 
in the north island except two, 
Which ave nestled below the snow 
‘and placiaws of tha New Zealand 
Alps in the south island. Whe sur- 
Voyors have discovered a remarkable 
fact about these two mountain lakes, 

They had to splice thely sounding 
Wire to reach hottom in each of 
these lakes, Though they are not 
very large sheets of water they 
prove to ba amonw the deepest lakes 
in the world, 

Take Manapourt is long and nar- 
row and not remarkably deep 
cepting in oné area embracing near 
ly three square miles, every bit of 
which is over 41,400 feet beneath the 
surface, 

The greatest depth found was 1,- 
468 feet. Tho highest and deepest 
slopes of the mountains hem in this 
deepest depression of the lake bot- 
tom. 

Lake Wakatipu is forty-nine miles 
long and about five times as large 
as Manhattan Island, Its greatest 
depth is 1,242 feet, in which re- 
spect the other Jako beats it; but 
the remarkable thing about Wakati- 
pu is that few lakes reach so preat 
an avorage depth, Whe entire water 
surface, covering 112 square miles, 
is on an average 7O7 feet above 
the bottom of the lake, 

Lake Superior is the deepest of 
our lakes but its average depth is 
only four-sevenths that of Lake Wa- 
hatipu. The New Zealand lake has 
double the average depth of Jakes 
Michigan and Ontario, three times 
that of Huron and ten times that of 
Trice. ~ 

Some persons may think these 
Jakes are so deep because they are 
hemmed in by mountains. But pro- 
bably none of the Alpine lakes of 
Kurope are so deep as these two fresh 
water sheets. Possibly the only in- 
Jand bodies of water surpassing them 
in. greatest depth are the Caspian, 
with 2,400 feet, Tanganyika with 
mee feet, and Baikal with 4,550}

A POWERFUL GUN. 


Navies Would Be at the Mercy of 
New Cannon, 


A Paris despatch says:—Grent  in- 


‘terest has been caused here by recent 


experiments with a new cannon, a 
secret invention. The most recent 
tests were made at Havre last Sun- 
day in the presence of M. Berteaux, 
Minister of War, and fifty. deputies 
and senators, : 

The new cannon has a calibre of 
9 inches, firing a projectile weigh- 
ing 859 pounds. The principal merit 
of the invention is its extreme sim- 
plicity of mechanism. Three men 
can operate it; one to sightgand one 
to attend the breech, while the du- 
ties of the third are a secret depend- 
ing upon the invention. 

The shell fired has a muzzle volo- 
city of five hundred metres (1,640 
feet), a second and produces a whis- 
tling noise heard @ mile and a half 
away. 

So potverful is the force of the 


‘shot, it is said, that no ship of any 


navy would be able to withstand it. 
Although fired 480 times, the gun 
was apparently undamaged, whereas 
usually the life of a big cannon is 
five hundred shots. re 

A French military expert, -discuss- 
ing the new cannon, estimates that 
one hundred such cannon would 
adoguately protect the entire coast 
of France. The cost of the cannon 
is said to be $100,000 including its 
quota of projectiles, ‘

Ita huge doors have opened to admit 
the great ones of the earth, from Au 
gustus Onesar to Napoleon, in asser 
tion that will scarcely be disputed 

It stands in the very heart of old 
Romie, and the vicissitudes whieh have 
befallen the Wternal City during the 
2,000 years of its existence have left 
it practically unchanged, The gilded 
bronze that lined its roof has been car- 
ried off to “decorate” St, Peter's, where, 
in the form of clouds and Cupids, cords 
and curtnius, it fills the beholder with 
displeased amazement, 

Its tiles of bronze and gold were re- 


moved to Constantinople 1,500 years 
ago, and the statues which adorned it 
have long since But the 
mighty walls yet stand, firm as ever, 
sweeping up to the majestic dome, the 
largest, though not the highest, in the 
world, 

One hundred feet across, 1 hundred 
feet high and perfectly circular, no 
architect could design a building more 
perfect in its proportions, more harmo- 
nious as a whole. It is lighted solely 
by an aperture in the dome, a circle 
thirty feet across. Standing on its mar- 
ble floor one looks up to the greatest 
dome man ever raised and through 
that to the blue dome which bends 
above it, sending summer sun or win-
